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CIRCULAR LETTER 


The one hundred sixteenth session of the Owl Creek Harmony Primitive 
Baptist Association in session with the Marlboro Church, Delaware County, 
Ohio, to the several churches composing her body—Christian greetings: 

A BODY HAST THOU PREPARED ME. 

This subject, I feel, is a most important one taught in the Holy Scrip- 
tures, as it is the foundation on which our hopes rest. It is evident from this 
language that the One for whom the body was prepared existed before the 
preparation was made; and the body was the seed from the woman that — 
should bruise the serpent’s head, and preparation was a planting of the 
seed of life in Mary’s womb by the Holy Ghost. 

Therefore, this body was free from the contamination of the stream 
of life that flowed from Adam. This was necessary as a stream cannot 
flow higher than its fountain-head; and Adam was the fountain from which 
all human life flowed. Therefore, the child Jesus, born of Mary, was free 
from the propensity to sin, that all of Adam’s children inherited. 

Yet the Scriptures teach that He was subject to temptation. God 
cannot be tempted. Therefore, the body was flesh and blood and was not 
so prepared that He could not sin, neither was He so surrounded by divine 
power as to prevent Him from doing so. 

This man, of flesh and blood, kept the law in every jot and tittle. He 
was in every way like unto us except He was without sin. He, no doubt, 
had a natural affection for some of His disciples, as a man, more than 
others. He became hungry, thirsty, tired, and sleepy, and needed to rest 
as we do. How can you understand the Scriptures, if you do not so be- 
lieve? His disciples recognized the fact that He, as man, had a special 
affection for John—and He did not deny it. As God, I am sure His love is 
the same to all of His children! Outside of this body there is no salva- 
tion. It was a body prepared for the sacrifice, a living sacrifice! From His 
birth until He offered Himself on the cross, He saw every step of the 
way that lay ahead and the cross at the end of the road. 

The suffering He must have endured during the thirty years of His 
stay on earth is beyond my comprehension.. Ever bearing about in His body: 
The weight of the sins of those for whom He came to make the offering. 
See the Son of man in the garden when He sweat, as it were, great drops 
of blood! He cried: If it be possible, let this cup pass from me; neverthe- 
less not my will, but thine be done! See Him on the cross as He cried: 
My God, My God, why hast thou forsaken me!

Did God lessen the suffering or ease the pain? Certainly not. The full 
wrath of God was poured down upon Him. There, the Saviour, in the body 
of His fiesh, filled His alotted time on earth! He satisfied the law, and 
completely covered the sins of all those represented in this body, which were 
chosen in Him from before the foundation of the world! 

As this body represented His elect people on the cross, it also repre- 
sented them in the grave. This prepared body had finished the purpose 
for which it was prepared, as our Saviour testified on the cross when He 
said: It is finished, and gave up the ghost! 

While this body was buried in Joseph’s new tomb, God had before 
promised (Psalm xvi. 10) “For thou wilt not leave my soul in hell; neither 
wilt thou suffer thine Holy One to see corruption.” Therefore, on the third 
day He arose conqueror over death, hell, and the grave! And in figure, all 
of His redeemed children arose with Him, as they were represented in His 
body. 

The importance of what I have written is exemplified in the following 
Seriptures: 

John vi. 53: “Then Jesus said unto them, Verily, verily, I say unto you, 


-Except ye eat the flesh of the Son of man, and drink His blood, ye have no- 


life in you.” 

John vi. 54: “Whoso eateth my flesh, and drinketh my blood, hath 
eternal life; and I will raise him up at the last day.” 

I pray, that during this Association, that we may be able, Heenuke of 
the presence of His spirit, to eat the flesh and drink the blood of the Son 
of man! If we are able so to do I feel sure that our meeting together will 
be to God’s praise and glory and the comfort of His dear children.
